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INTRODUCTION 

Carl Gaertner was a product of Cleveland in the closest In¬ 
terpretation of those words. Born in Cleveland on April i8, 
1898, the greater part of his life was passed in his native city 
and he died on November 4, 1952, at his home in the beautiful 
Chagrin Valley which bounds the metropolitan area of greater 
Cleveland on its eastern fringe. 

He studied at The Cleveland Institute of Art, then the 
Cleveland School of Art, from 1920 to 1923. In 1925 he became 
an instructor in the night school there and in 1927 he began an 
arduous teaching program which included both day and evening 
classes. Only in later years did he give up the evening classes. 
He was as well a free-lance commercial artist but that side line 
became increasingly less important as he found his bent as a 
teacher. He was immensely successful in that field. He had the 
faculty of winning the complete confidence of his pupils and to 
them and to The Cleveland Institute of Art he dedicated his 
life. He was wise and generous, untiring in his eflForts to help 
and encourage those he touched. He never grudged anyone a 
prize or an award and the good fortune of another, one of his 
friends or pupils, was an occasion of real r,ejoicing to him. 

His life was one of hard work and of close attention to his 
chosen metier. Long absences or journeys to the far corners of 
the world were never included in his program. He never was 
abroad; he never took winter vacations to the picturesque areas 
to the south; his absences were largely summer vacations of 
two weeks with his family; in later years these vacations were 
extended to four weeks, one, in 1952, to five weeks. To this list 
should be added occasional trips to New York. 

His subject material was varied but there were certain themes 
he returned to again and again. He loved the industrial subject 
and did excellent canvases of Cleveland as early as 1922-23. In 
1938 some of his most successful compositions of this type were 
based on Pittsburgh. Again he found much of his best material 
on his summer trips and the small quick color sketch sometimes 
bolstered by snapshots became at leisure the basis of a canvas 
or a watercolor. After his first marriage in 1924, he went to 
Bermuda and although he never returned there, the Bermuda 


scene appears again in 1940 after his second marriage and the 
birth of his son Fred. It was his visit in 1925 to Provincetown 
with Ora Coltman, George Adomeit, and Tom Clough that set 
a pattern for a long series of pictures. He was to return there 
time and again. On an early visit in 1930 with Eddy Marine and 
Wayne Kaufman, he did some of his finest transparent water- 
colors. Later he repeated the trip with his parents. With them 
he had made many trips to various places, but, after his second 
marriage in 1938, his favorite vacation spots were, above all, 
Provincetown and in the war years when long automobile trips 
were impossible, Cambridge Springs, Pennsylvania. 

The other major series were the West Virginia oils and water- 
colors reflecting the summer of 1933, which he spent teaching 
at the Grauer School at White Sulphur Springs, and the Chagrin 
Valley series begun after 1935, when he bought the farm in the 
bottomlands of that scenic valley. 

Among very special things he did, both in the exhibition, 
were two remarkable canvases of the St. Clair fire. One of 
these his father gave to the Museum in memory of his mother, 
the second was purchased for the New Britain Institute. In 
them he expresses with profound poignancy the horrible desola¬ 
tion and destruction of that disaster. He was deeply moved by 
it and a sense of horror and tragedy stalks through the littered 
and seared remnants of the destroyed habitations. 

There are certain technical developments which are interest¬ 
ing in his career such as the change from transparent water- 
color to an increasing use of gouache. This began in 1934 and 
in his later work the transparent wash appears only sparingly. 
He also found in 1943 an all-important source of material which 
he used with great effect throughout the rest of his life: at that 
time he began to make yearly trips to New York and he chose 
characteristically a day train when he could. He discovered the 
comfort and amenities of the Empire State^Express and reveled 
in the ever changing pageant of America as it slid by its win¬ 
dows. He sketched central New York, the banks of the Hudson, 
making quick notes, rejoicing in the unpremeditated stops at 
particularly effective stretches. It gave him a series of highly 
picturesque subjects which he later incorporated in his most 
successful canvases. He thrilled to the beauties of nature wher¬ 
ever they might be and he drew strength from them. The human 
figure when it does appear in his paintings is never very 
important, it is merely an exclamation point, sometimes an 


interrogation point which gives scale to the landscapes that 
he made his own. 

He had a peculiar way of working. Never in the early years 
did he paint things on the spot. He would make a small and 
suggestive sketch from which later he would evolve the finished 
composition. Only in 1948-49 did he change this method. In 
1949 the Provincetown visit was extended to four weeks and 
the family took a house at Delft Haven, where he worked in 
the living room or on the spot at his chosen material. These 
paintings have, because of this, a new and greater immediacy, 
a more penetrating grasp of subject. Each year until his death 
he returned, cramming into those last years some of the ablest 
and most brilliant of his performances. This first-hand approach 
to his subjects brought to them a new freshness and a sparkling 
vigor. The success that came with recognition after recognition 
in May Shows; in his very well received one-man exhibitions at 
the Macbeth Gallery in New York; in the purchase of his 
pictures for museums all over the United States, gave him great 
encouragement and brought in its train an ever increasing 
power, a new impact which is felt progressively in the canvases 
of the last years. 

Cleveland gave him every honor within her power—prizes, 
representation in its Museum of Art and in many public and 
private collections, profound respect. She was doubly proud 
when he vaulted as well to far wider recognition and to national 
prominence and fame.
